456.073 Disciplinary proceedings.—Disciplinary proceedings for each board shall be within the 

jurisdiction of the department. 

(1) The department, for the boards under its jurisdiction, shall cause to be investigated any 

complaint that is filed before it if the complaint is in writing, signed by the complainant, and legally 

sufficient. A complaint filed by a state prisoner against a health care practitioner employed by or 

otherwise providing health care services within a facility of the Department of Corrections is not legally 

sufficient unless there is a showing that the prisoner complainant has exhausted all available 

administrative remedies within the state correctional system before filing the complaint. However, if 

the Department of Health determines after a preliminary inquiry of a state prisoner’s complaint that 

the practitioner may present a serious threat to the health and safety of any individual who is not a 

state prisoner, the Department of Health may determine legal sufficiency and proceed with discipline. 

The Department of Health shall be notified within 15 days after the Department of Corrections 

disciplines or allows a health care practitioner to resign for an offense related to the practice of his or 

her profession. A complaint is legally sufficient if it contains ultimate facts that show that a violation 

of this chapter, of any of the practice acts relating to the professions regulated by the department, or 

of any rule adopted by the department or a regulatory board in the department has occurred. In order 

to determine legal sufficiency, the department may require supporting information or documentation. 

The department may investigate, and the department or the appropriate board may take appropriate 

final action on, a complaint even though the original complainant withdraws it or otherwise indicates a 

desire not to cause the complaint to be investigated or prosecuted to completion. The department may 

investigate an anonymous complaint if the complaint is in writing and is legally sufficient, if the 

alleged violation of law or rules is substantial, and if the department has reason to believe, after 

preliminary inquiry, that the violations alleged in the complaint are true. The department may 

investigate a complaint made by a confidential informant if the complaint is legally sufficient, if the 

alleged violation of law or rule is substantial, and if the department has reason to believe, after 

preliminary inquiry, that the allegations of the complainant are true. The department may initiate an 

investigation if it has reasonable cause to believe that a licensee or a group of licensees has violated a 

Florida statute, a rule of the department, or a rule of a board. Notwithstanding subsection (13), the 

department may investigate information filed pursuant to s. 456.041(4) relating to liability actions with 

respect to practitioners licensed under chapter 458 or chapter 459 which have been reported under 

s. 456.049 or s. 627.912 within the previous 6 years for any paid claim that exceeds $50,000. Except as 

provided in ss. 458.331(9), 459.015(9), 460.413(5), and 461.013(6), when an investigation of any 

subject is undertaken, the department shall promptly furnish to the subject or the subject’s attorney a 

copy of the complaint or document that resulted in the initiation of the investigation. The subject may 

submit a written response to the information contained in such complaint or document within 20 days 

after service to the subject of the complaint or document. The subject’s written response shall be

considered by the probable cause panel. The right to respond does not prohibit the issuance of a 

summary emergency order if necessary to protect the public. However, if the State Surgeon General, 

or the State Surgeon General’s designee, and the chair of the respective board or the chair of its 

probable cause panel agree in writing that such notification would be detrimental to the investigation, 

the department may withhold notification. The department may conduct an investigation without 

notification to any subject if the act under investigation is a criminal offense. 

(2) The department shall allocate sufficient and adequately trained staff to expeditiously and 

thoroughly determine legal sufficiency and investigate all legally sufficient complaints. For purposes of 

this section, it is the intent of the Legislature that the term “expeditiously” means that the 

department complete the report of its initial investigative findings and recommendations concerning 

the existence of probable cause within 6 months after its receipt of the complaint. The failure of the 

department, for disciplinary cases under its jurisdiction, to comply with the time limits of this section 

while investigating a complaint against a licensee constitutes harmless error in any subsequent 

disciplinary action unless a court finds that either the fairness of the proceeding or the correctness of 

the action may have been impaired by a material error in procedure or a failure to follow prescribed 

procedure. When its investigation is complete and legally sufficient, the department shall prepare and 

submit to the probable cause panel of the appropriate regulatory board the investigative report of the 

department. The report shall contain the investigative findings and the recommendations of the 

department concerning the existence of probable cause. The department shall not recommend a letter 

of guidance in lieu of finding probable cause if the subject has already been issued a letter of guidance 

for a related offense. At any time after legal sufficiency is found, the department may dismiss any 

case, or any part thereof, if the department determines that there is insufficient evidence to support 

the prosecution of allegations contained therein. The department shall provide a detailed report to the 

appropriate probable cause panel prior to dismissal of any case or part thereof, and to the subject of 

the complaint after dismissal of any case or part thereof, under this section. For cases dismissed prior 

to a finding of probable cause, such report is confidential and exempt from s.119.07(1). The probable 

cause panel shall have access, upon request, to the investigative files pertaining to a case prior to 

dismissal of such case. If the department dismisses a case, the probable cause panel may retain 

independent legal counsel, employ investigators, and continue the investigation and prosecution of the 

case as it deems necessary. 

(3) As an alternative to the provisions of subsections (1) and (2), when a complaint is received, the 

department may provide a licensee with a notice of noncompliance for an initial offense of a minor 

violation. Each board, or the department if there is no board, shall establish by rule those minor 

violations under this provision which do not endanger the public health, safety, and welfare and which 

do not demonstrate a serious inability to practice the profession. Failure of a licensee to take action in

correcting the violation within 15 days after notice may result in the institution of regular disciplinary 

proceedings. 

(4) The determination as to whether probable cause exists shall be made by majority vote of a 

probable cause panel of the board, or by the department, as appropriate. Each regulatory board shall 

provide by rule that the determination of probable cause shall be made by a panel of its members or by 

the department. Each board may provide by rule for multiple probable cause panels composed of at 

least two members. Each board may provide by rule that one or more members of the panel or panels 

may be a former board member. The length of term or repetition of service of any such former board 

member on a probable cause panel may vary according to the direction of the board when authorized 

by board rule. Any probable cause panel must include one of the board’s former or present consumer 

members, if one is available, is willing to serve, and is authorized to do so by the board chair. Any 

probable cause panel must include a present board member. Any probable cause panel must include a 

former or present professional board member. However, any former professional board member serving 

on the probable cause panel must hold an active valid license for that profession. All proceedings of 

the panel are exempt from s. 286.011 until 10 days after probable cause has been found to exist by the 

panel or until the subject of the investigation waives his or her privilege of confidentiality. The 

probable cause panel may make a reasonable request, and upon such request the department shall 

provide such additional investigative information as is necessary to the determination of probable 

cause. A request for additional investigative information shall be made within 15 days from the date of 

receipt by the probable cause panel of the investigative report of the department or the agency. The 

probable cause panel or the department, as may be appropriate, shall make its determination of 

probable cause within 30 days after receipt by it of the final investigative report of the department. 

The State Surgeon General may grant extensions of the 15-day and the 30-day time limits. In lieu of a 

finding of probable cause, the probable cause panel, or the department if there is no board, may issue 

a letter of guidance to the subject. If, within the 30-day time limit, as may be extended, the probable 

cause panel does not make a determination regarding the existence of probable cause or does not issue 

a letter of guidance in lieu of a finding of probable cause, the department must make a determination 

regarding the existence of probable cause within 10 days after the expiration of the time limit. If the 

probable cause panel finds that probable cause exists, it shall direct the department to file a formal 

complaint against the licensee. The department shall follow the directions of the probable cause panel 

regarding the filing of a formal complaint. If directed to do so, the department shall file a formal 

complaint against the subject of the investigation and prosecute that complaint pursuant to chapter 

120. However, the department may decide not to prosecute the complaint if it finds that probable 

cause has been improvidently found by the panel. In such cases, the department shall refer the matter 

to the board. The board may then file a formal complaint and prosecute the complaint pursuant to 

chapter 120. The department shall also refer to the board any investigation or disciplinary proceeding

not before the Division of Administrative Hearings pursuant to chapter 120 or otherwise completed by 

the department within 1 year after the filing of a complaint. The department, for disciplinary cases 

under its jurisdiction, must establish a uniform reporting system to quarterly refer to each board the 

status of any investigation or disciplinary proceeding that is not before the Division of Administrative 

Hearings or otherwise completed by the department within 1 year after the filing of the complaint. 

Annually, the department, in consultation with the applicable probable cause panel, must establish a 

plan to expedite or otherwise close any investigation or disciplinary proceeding that is not before the 

Division of Administrative Hearings or otherwise completed by the department within 1 year after the 

filing of the complaint. A probable cause panel or a board may retain independent legal counsel, 

employ investigators, and continue the investigation as it deems necessary; all costs thereof shall be 

paid from a trust fund used by the department to implement this chapter. All proceedings of the 

probable cause panel are exempt from s. 120.525. 

(5) A formal hearing before an administrative law judge from the Division of Administrative 

Hearings shall be held pursuant to chapter 120 if there are any disputed issues of material fact. The 

determination of whether or not a licensee has violated the laws and rules regulating the profession, 

including a determination of the reasonable standard of care, is a conclusion of law to be determined 

by the board, or department when there is no board, and is not a finding of fact to be determined by 

an administrative law judge. The administrative law judge shall issue a recommended order pursuant 

to chapter 120. Notwithstanding s. 120.569(2), the department shall notify the division within 45 days 

after receipt of a petition or request for a formal hearing. 

(6) The appropriate board, with those members of the panel, if any, who reviewed the investigation 

pursuant to subsection (4) being excused, or the department when there is no board, shall determine 

and issue the final order in each disciplinary case. Such order shall constitute final agency action. Any 

consent order or agreed-upon settlement shall be subject to the approval of the department. 

(7) The department shall have standing to seek judicial review of any final order of the board, 

pursuant to s. 120.68. 

(8) Any proceeding for the purpose of summary suspension of a license, or for the restriction of the 

license, of a licensee pursuant to s. 120.60(6) shall be conducted by the State Surgeon General or his or 

her designee, as appropriate, who shall issue the final summary order. 

(9)(a) The department shall periodically notify the person who filed the complaint, as well as the 

patient or the patient’s legal representative, of the status of the investigation, indicating whether 

probable cause has been found and the status of any civil action or administrative proceeding or 

appeal. 

(b) In any disciplinary case for which probable cause has been found, the department shall provide 

to the person who filed the complaint a copy of the administrative complaint and: 

1. A written explanation of how an administrative complaint is resolved by the disciplinary process.

2. A written explanation of how and when the person may participate in the disciplinary process. 

3. A written notice of any hearing before the Division of Administrative Hearings or the regulatory 

board at which final agency action may be taken. 

(c) In any disciplinary case for which probable cause is not found, the department shall so inform 

the person who filed the complaint and notify that person that he or she may, within 60 days, provide 

any additional information to the department which may be relevant to the decision. To facilitate the 

provision of additional information, the person who filed the complaint may receive, upon request, a 

copy of the department’s expert report that supported the recommendation for closure, if such a 

report was relied upon by the department. In no way does this require the department to procure an 

expert opinion or report if none was used. Additionally, the identity of the expert shall remain 

confidential. In any administrative proceeding under s. 120.57, the person who filed the disciplinary 

complaint shall have the right to present oral or written communication relating to the alleged 

disciplinary violations or to the appropriate penalty. 

(10) The complaint and all information obtained pursuant to the investigation by the department 

are confidential and exempt from s. 119.07(1) until 10 days after probable cause has been found to 

exist by the probable cause panel or by the department, or until the regulated professional or subject 

of the investigation waives his or her privilege of confidentiality, whichever occurs first. Upon 

completion of the investigation and a recommendation by the department to find probable cause, and 

pursuant to a written request by the subject or the subject’s attorney, the department shall provide 

the subject an opportunity to inspect the investigative file or, at the subject’s expense, forward to the 

subject a copy of the investigative file. Notwithstanding s.456.057, the subject may inspect or receive 

a copy of any expert witness report or patient record connected with the investigation if the subject 

agrees in writing to maintain the confidentiality of any information received under this subsection until 

10 days after probable cause is found and to maintain the confidentiality of patient records pursuant to 

s. 456.057. The subject may file a written response to the information contained in the investigative 

file. Such response must be filed within 20 days of mailing by the department, unless an extension of 

time has been granted by the department. This subsection does not prohibit the department from 

providing such information to any law enforcement agency or to any other regulatory agency. 

(11) A privilege against civil liability is hereby granted to any complainant or any witness with 

regard to information furnished with respect to any investigation or proceeding pursuant to this 

section, unless the complainant or witness acted in bad faith or with malice in providing such 

information. 

(12)(a) No person who reports in any capacity, whether or not required by law, information to the 

department with regard to the incompetence, impairment, or unprofessional conduct of any health 

care provider licensed under chapter 458, chapter 459, chapter 460, chapter 461, chapter 462, chapter

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463, chapter 464, chapter 465, or chapter 466 shall be held liable in any civil action for reporting 

against such health care provider if such person acts without intentional fraud or malice. 

(b) No facility licensed under chapter 395, health maintenance organization certificated under part 

I of chapter 641, physician licensed under chapter 458, or osteopathic physician licensed under chapter 

459 shall discharge, threaten to discharge, intimidate, or coerce any employee or staff member by 

reason of such employee’s or staff member’s report to the department about a physician licensed 

under chapter 458, chapter 459, chapter 460, chapter 461, or chapter 466 who may be guilty of 

incompetence, impairment, or unprofessional conduct so long as such report is given without 

intentional fraud or malice. 

(c) In any civil suit brought outside the protections of paragraphs (a) and (b) in which intentional 

fraud or malice is alleged, the person alleging intentional fraud or malice shall be liable for all court 

costs and for the other party’s reasonable attorney’s fees if intentional fraud or malice is not proved. 

(13) Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, an administrative complaint against a 

licensee shall be filed within 6 years after the time of the incident or occurrence giving rise to the 

complaint against the licensee. If such incident or occurrence involved criminal actions, diversion of 

controlled substances, sexual misconduct, or impairment by the licensee, this subsection does not 

apply to bar initiation of an investigation or filing of an administrative complaint beyond the 6-year 

timeframe. In those cases covered by this subsection in which it can be shown that fraud, 

concealment, or intentional misrepresentation of fact prevented the discovery of the violation of law, 

the period of limitations is extended forward, but in no event to exceed 12 years after the time of the 

incident or occurrence.

464.012 Certification of advanced registered nurse practitioners; fees.— 

(1) Any nurse desiring to be certified as an advanced registered nurse practitioner shall 

apply to the department and submit proof that he or she holds a current license to practice 

professional nursing and that he or she meets one or more of the following requirements as 

determined by the board: 

(c) Graduation from a program leading to a master’s degree in a nursing clinical specialty 

area with preparation in specialized practitioner skills. For applicants graduating on or after 

October 1, 1998, graduation from a master’s degree program shall be required for initial 

certification as a nurse practitioner under paragraph (4)(c). For applicants graduating on or 

after October 1, 2001, graduation from a master’s degree program shall be required for 

initial certification as a registered nurse anesthetist under paragraph (4)(a). 



464.019 Approval of nursing education programs.—  

(1) PROGRAM APPLICATION.—An educational institution that wishes to conduct a program 

in this state for the prelicensure education of professional or practical nurses must submit to 

the department a program application and review fee of $1,000 for each prelicensure 

nursing education program to be offered at the institution’s main campus, branch campus, 

or other instructional site. The program application must include the legal name of the 

educational institution, the legal name of the nursing education program, and, if such 

institution is accredited, the name of the accrediting agency. The application must also 

document that:  
(a)1. For a professional nursing education program, the program director and at least 50 

percent of the program’s faculty members are registered nurses who have a master’s or 

higher degree in nursing or a bachelor’s degree in nursing and a master’s or higher degree 

in a field related to nursing. 

2. For a practical nursing education program, the program director and at least 50 percent 

of the program’s faculty members are registered nurses who have a bachelor’s or higher 

degree in nursing. 

The educational degree requirements of this paragraph may be documented by an official transcript or 
by a written statement from the educational institution verifying that the institution conferred the 
degree. 

(b) The program’s nursing major curriculum consists of at least:  

1. Fifty percent clinical training in the United States, the District of Columbia, or a 

possession or territory of the United States for a practical nursing education program, an 

associate degree professional nursing education program, or a professional diploma nursing 

education program. 

2. Forty percent clinical training in the United States, the District of Columbia, or a 

possession or territory of the United States for a bachelor’s degree professional nursing 

education program. 

(c) No more than 50 percent of the program’s clinical training per subject area consists of 

clinical simulation. 

(d) The program has signed agreements with each agency, facility, and organization 

included in the curriculum plan as clinical training sites and community-based clinical 

experience sites. 

(e) The program has written policies for faculty which include provisions for direct or 

indirect supervision by program faculty or clinical preceptors for students in clinical training 

consistent with the following standards:  

1. The number of program faculty members equals at least one faculty member directly 

supervising every 12 students unless the written agreement between the program and the 

agency, facility, or organization providing clinical training sites allows more students, not to 

exceed 18 students, to be directly supervised by one program faculty member. 

2. For a hospital setting, indirect supervision may occur only if there is direct supervision 

by an assigned clinical preceptor, a supervising program faculty member is available by 

telephone, and such arrangement is approved by the clinical facility. 

3. For community-based clinical experiences that involve student participation in invasive 

or complex nursing activities, students must be directly supervised by a program faculty 

member or clinical preceptor and such arrangement must be approved by the community-

based clinical facility. 

4. For community-based clinical experiences not subject to subparagraph 3., indirect 

supervision may occur only when a supervising program faculty member is available to the 

student by telephone. 



A program’s policies established under this paragraph must require that a clinical preceptor who is 
supervising students in a professional nursing education program be a registered nurse or, if supervising 
students in a practical nursing education program, be a registered nurse or licensed practical nurse. 

(f) The professional or practical nursing curriculum plan, as specified by the board in rule, 

shall documents clinical experience and theoretical instruction in medical, surgical, obstetric, 

pediatric, and geriatric nursing. A professional nursing curriculum plan shall also document 

clinical experience and theoretical instruction in psychiatric nursing. Each curriculum plan 

must document clinical training experience in appropriate settings that include, but are not 

limited to, acute care, long-term care, and community settings. 

(g) The professional or practical nursing education program provides theoretical instruction 

and clinical application in personal, family, and community health concepts; nutrition; 

human growth and development throughout the life span; body structure and function; 

interpersonal relationship skills; mental health concepts; pharmacology and administration 

of medications; and legal aspects of practice. A professional nursing education program 

must also provide theoretical instruction and clinical application in interpersonal 

relationships and leadership skills; professional role and function; and health teaching and 

counseling skills. 

(2) PROGRAM APPROVAL.—  

(a) Upon receipt of a program application and review fee, the department shall examine 

the application to determine if it is complete. If the application is not complete, the 

department shall notify the educational institution in writing of any errors or omissions 

within 30 days after the department’s receipt of the application. A program application is 

deemed complete upon the department’s receipt of:  

1. The initial application, if the department does not notify the educational institution of 

any errors or omissions within the 30-day period; or 

2. A revised application that corrects each error and omission of which the department 

notifies the educational institution within the 30-day period. 

(b) Within 90 days after the department’s receipt of a complete program application, the 

board shall:  

1. Approve the application if it documents compliance with subsection (1); or 

2. Provide the educational institution with a notice of intent to deny the application if it 

does not document compliance with subsection (1). The notice must specify written reasons 

for the board’s denial of the application. The board may not deny a program application 

because of an educational institution’s failure to correct an error or omission that the 

department failed to provide notice of to the institution within the 30-day notice period 

under paragraph (a). The educational institution may request a hearing on the notice of 

intent to deny the program application pursuant to chapter 120. 

(c) A program application is deemed approved if the board does not act within the 90-day 

review period provided under paragraph (b). 

(d) Upon the board’s approval of a program application, the program becomes an 

approved program. 

(e) An applicant for program approval shall permit the board to conduct an on-site 

evaluation. 

(3) ANNUAL REPORT.—By November 1 of each year, each approved program shall submit 

to the board an annual report comprised of an affidavit certifying continued compliance with 

subsection (1), a summary description of the program’s compliance with subsection (1), and 

documentation for the previous academic year that, to the extent applicable, describes:  

(a) The number of student applications received, qualified applicants, applicants accepted, 

accepted applicants who enroll in the program, students enrolled in the program, and 

program graduates. 

(b) The program’s retention rates for students tracked from program entry to graduation. 

(c) The program’s accreditation status, including identification of the accrediting agency. 



(4) INTERNET WEBSITE.— The board shall publish the following information on its Internet 

website:  

(a) A list of each accredited program conducted in the state and the program’s graduate 

passage rates for the most recent 2 calendar years, which the department shall determine 

through the following sources:  

1. For a program’s accreditation status, the specialized accrediting agencies that are 

nationally recognized by the United States Secretary of Education to accredit nursing 

education programs. 

2. For a program’s graduate passage rates, the contract testing service of the National 

Council of State Boards of Nursing. 

(b) The following data for each approved program, which includes, to the extent 

applicable:  

1. All documentation provided by the program in its program application if submitted on or 

after July 1, 2009. 

2. The summary description of the program’s compliance submitted under subsection (3). 

3. The program’s accreditation status, including identification of the accrediting agency. 

4. The program’s probationary status. 

5. The program’s graduate passage rates for the most recent 2 calendar years. 

6. Each program’s retention rates for students tracked from program entry to graduation. 

(c) The average passage rates for United States educated, first-time test takers on the 

National Council of State Boards of Nursing Licensing Examination for the most recent 2 

calendar years, as calculated by the contract testing service of the National Council of State 

Boards of Nursing. The average passage rates shall be published separately for each type of 

comparable degree program listed in subparagraph (5)(a)1. 

The information required to be published under this subsection shall be made available in a manner 
that allows interactive searches and comparisons of individual programs selected by the website user. 
The board shall update the Internet website at least quarterly with the available information. 

(5) ACCOUNTABILITY.—  

(a)1. An approved program must achieve a graduate passage rate for first-time test takers 

who take the licensure examination within 6 months after graduation from the program that 

is not more than 10 percentage points lower than the average passage rate during the same 

calendar year for graduates of comparable degree programs who are United States 

educated, first-time test takers on the National Council of State Boards of Nursing Licensing 

Examination, as calculated by the contract testing service of the National Council of State 

Boards of Nursing. An approved program shall require a graduate from the program who 

does not take the licensure examination within 6 months after graduation to enroll in and 

successfully complete a licensure examination preparatory course pursuant to s. 464.008.  

**S. 464.008(4) would also be recommended to be deleted** 

For purposes of this subparagraph, an approved program is comparable to all degree 

programs of the same program type from among the following program types:  

a. Professional nursing education programs that terminate in a bachelor’s degree. 

b. Professional nursing education programs that terminate in an associate degree. 

c. Professional nursing education programs that terminate in a diploma. 

d. Practical nursing education programs. 

2. Beginning with graduate passage rates for calendar year 2010, if an approved 

program’s graduate passage rates do not equal or exceed the required passage rates for 2 

consecutive calendar years, the program shall present a documented plan for remediation 

which shall include specific benchmarks to identify proress towards a graduate passage rate 

goal.  the board shall place the program on probationary status pursuant to chapter 120 and 

the program director shall appear before the board to present a the plan.  Upon board 

approval of the remediation plan, the board shall place the program on probationary status 
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pursuant to chapter 120.  for remediation, which shall include specific benchmarks to 

identify progress toward a graduate passage rate goal, and which is subject to board 

approval. The program must remain on probationary status until it achieves a graduate 

passage rate that equals or exceeds the required passage rate for any 1 calendar year. The 

board shall deny a program application for a new prelicensure nursing education program 

submitted by an educational institution if the institution has an existing program that is 

already on probationary status. 

3. Upon the program’s achievement of a graduate passage rate that equals or exceeds the 

required passage rate, the board, at its next regularly scheduled meeting following release 

of the program’s graduate passage rate by the National Council of State Boards of Nursing, 

shall remove the program’s probationary status. If the program, during the 2 calendar years 

following its placement on probationary status, does not achieve the required passage rate 

for any 1 calendar year, the board shall terminate the program pursuant to chapter 120. 

However, the board may extend the program’s probationary status for 1 additional year if 

the program demonstrates adequate progress toward the graduate passage rate goal by 

meeting a majority of the benchmarks established in the remediation plan. 

(b) If an approved program fails to submit the annual report required in subsection (3), 

the board shall notify the program director and president or chief executive officer of the 

educational institution in writing within 15 days after the due date of the annual report. The 

program director shall appear before the board at the board’s next regularly scheduled 

meeting to explain the reason for the delay. The board shall terminate the program 

pursuant to chapter 120 if the program director fails to appear and  it does not submit the 

annual report within 6 months after the due date or if the program director fails to appear 

within 6 months after the due date. 

(c) An approved program on probationary status shall disclose its probationary status in 

writing to the program’s students and applicants. 

(d) If students from a program that is terminated pursuant to this subsection transfer to 

an approved or an accredited program under the direction of the Commission for 

Independent Education, the board shall recalculate the passage rates of the programs 

receiving the transferring students, excluding the test scores of those students transferring 

more than 12 credits. 

(6) DISCLOSURE OF GRADUATE PASSAGE RATE DATA.—  

(a) For each graduate of the program included in the calculation of the program’s graduate 

passage rate, the department shall disclose to the program director, upon his or her written 

request, the name, examination date, and determination of whether each graduate passed 

or failed the National Council of State Boards of Nursing Licensing Examination, if such 

information is provided to the department by the contract testing service of the National 

Council of State Boards of Nursing. The written request must specify the calendar years for 

which the information is requested. 

(b) A program director to whom confidential information exempt from public disclosure 

pursuant to s. 456.014 is disclosed under this subsection must maintain the confidentiality 

of the information and is subject to the same penalties provided in s. 456.082 for 

department employees who unlawfully disclose confidential information. 

(7) PROGRAM CLOSURE.—  

(a) An educational institution conducting an approved program or accredited program in 

this state, at least 30 days before voluntarily closing the program, shall notify the board in 

writing of the institution’s reason for closing the program, the intended closure date, the 

institution’s plan to provide for or assist in the completion of training by the program’s 

students, and the arrangements for storage of the program’s permanent records. 

(b) An educational institution conducting a nursing education program that is terminated 

under subsection (5) or closed under subparagraph (9)(b)3.:  

1. May not accept or enroll new students. 
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2. Shall submit to the board for approval within 30 days after the program is terminated or 

closed a written description of how the institution will assist in completing the training of the 

program’s students and the institution’s arrangements for storage of the program’s 

permanent records. 

(c) If an educational institution does not comply with paragraph (a) or paragraph (b), the 

board shall provide a written notice explaining the institution’s noncompliance to the 

following persons and entities:  

1. The president or chief executive officer of the educational institution. 

2. The Board of Governors, if the program is conducted by a state university. 

3. The district school board, if the program is conducted by an educational institution 

operated by a school district. 

4. The Commission for Independent Education, if the program is conducted by an 

educational institution licensed under chapter 1005. 

5. The State Board of Education, if the program is conducted by an educational institution 

in the Florida College System or by an educational institution that is not subject to 

subparagraphs 2.-4. 

(d) A closed or terminated program must wait can not be relicensed until a minimum of 3 

years from the date of termination or closing has passed.   prior to filing a new application 

for program approval. 

(8) RULEMAKING.—The board does not have rulemaking authority to administer this 

section, except that the board shall adopt rules that prescribe the format for submitting 

program applications under subsection (1) and annual reports under subsection (3), for the 

oversight of distance learning nursing programs, and to administer the documentation of 

the accreditation of nursing education programs under subsection (11). The board may not 

impose any condition or requirement on an educational institution submitting a program 

application, an approved program, or an accredited program, except as expressly provided 

in this section. 

(9) APPLICABILITY TO ACCREDITED PROGRAMS.—  

(a) Subsections (1)-(3), paragraph (4)(b), and subsection (5) do not apply to an 

accredited program. 

(b) If an accredited program ceases to be accredited, the educational institution 

conducting the program:  

1. Within 10 business days after the program ceases to be accredited, must provide 

written notice of the date that the program ceased to be accredited to the board, the 

program’s students and applicants, and each entity providing clinical training sites or 

community-based clinical experience sites for the program. The educational institution must 

continue to provide the written notice to new students, applicants, and entities providing 

clinical training sites or community-based clinical experience sites for the program until the 

program becomes an approved program or is closed under subparagraph 3. 

2. Within 30 days after the program ceases to be accredited, must submit an affidavit to 

the board, signed by the educational institution’s president or chief executive officer, which 

certifies the institution’s compliance with subparagraph 1. The board shall notify the persons 

and applicable entities listed in paragraph (7)(c) if an educational institution does not 

submit the affidavit required by this subparagraph. 

3. May apply to become an approved program under this section. If the educational 

institution:  

a. Within 30 days after the program ceases to be accredited, submits a program 

application and review fee to the department under subsection (1) and the affidavit required 

under subparagraph 2., the program shall be deemed an approved program from the date 

that the program ceased to be accredited until the date that the board approves or denies 

the program application. The program application must be denied by the board pursuant to 

chapter 120 if it does not contain the affidavit. If the board denies the program application 

under subsection (2) or if the program application does not contain the affidavit, the 
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program shall be closed and the educational institution conducting the program must 

comply with paragraph (7)(b). 

b. Does not apply to become an approved program pursuant to sub-subparagraph a., the 

program shall be deemed an approved program from the date the program ceased to be 

accredited until the 31st day after that date. On the 31st day after the program ceased to 

be accredited, the program shall be closed and the educational institution conducting the 

program must comply with paragraph (7)(b). 

(10) IMPLEMENTATION STUDY.—The Florida Center for Nursing and the education policy 

area of the Office of Program Policy Analysis and Government Accountability shall study the 

administration of this section and submit reports to the Governor, the President of the 

Senate, and the Speaker of the House of Representatives annually by January 30, through 

January 30, 2020. The annual reports shall address the previous academic year; provide 

data on the measures specified in paragraphs (a) and (b), as such data becomes available; 

and include an evaluation of such data for purposes of determining whether this section is 

increasing the availability of nursing education programs and the production of quality 

nurses. The department and each approved program or accredited program shall comply 

with requests for data from the Florida Center for Nursing and the education policy area of 

the Office of Program Policy Analysis and Government Accountability.  

(a) The education policy area of the Office of Program Policy Analysis and Government 

Accountability shall evaluate program-specific data for each approved program and 

accredited program conducted in the state, including, but not limited to:  

1. The number of programs and student slots available. 

2. The number of student applications submitted, the number of qualified applicants, and 

the number of students accepted. 

3. The number of program graduates. 

4. Program retention rates of students tracked from program entry to graduation. 

5. Graduate passage rates on the National Council of State Boards of Nursing Licensing 

Examination. 

6. The number of graduates who become employed as practical or professional nurses in 

the state. 

(b) The Florida Center for Nursing shall evaluate the board’s implementation of the:  

1. Program application approval process, including, but not limited to, the number of 

program applications submitted under subsection (1); the number of program applications 

approved and denied by the board under subsection (2); the number of denials of program 

applications reviewed under chapter 120; and a description of the outcomes of those 

reviews. 

2. Accountability processes, including, but not limited to, the number of programs on 

probationary status, the number of approved programs for which the program director is 

required to appear before the board under subsection (5), the number of approved 

programs terminated by the board, the number of terminations reviewed under chapter 

120, and a description of the outcomes of those reviews. 

(c) For any state fiscal year in which the Florida Center for Nursing does not receive 

legislative appropriations, the education policy area of the Office of Program Policy Analysis 

and Government Accountability shall perform the duties assigned by this subsection to the 

Florida Center for Nursing. 

(11) ACCREDITATION REQUIRED.—  

(a) A nursing education program that prepares students for the practice of professional 

nursing, that was approved under this section before July 1, 2014, and that enrolled 

students before July 1, 2014, must become an accredited program by July 1, 2019. 

(b) A nursing education program that prepares students for the practice of professional 

nursing and that was approved under this section before July 1, 2014, but did not enroll 

students before that date, must become an accredited program within 5 years after the date 

of enrolling the program’s first students. 



(c) A nursing education program that prepares students for the practice of professional 

nursing and that is approved under this section after June 30, 2014, must become an 

accredited program within 5 years after the date of enrolling the program’s first students. 

(d) This subsection does not apply to a nursing education program provided by an 

institution that is exempt from licensure by the Commission for Independent Education 

under s. 1005.06(1)(e). 

(e) A nursing education program which fails to meet the requirement for accreditation shall 

be terminated and ineligible for re-approval for a period of 3 years.

(1) An Advanced Registered Nurse Practitioner shall only perform medical acts of diagnosis, treatment, and operation pursuant 

to a protocol between the ARNP and a Florida-licensed medical doctor, osteopathic physician, or dentist. The degree and method of 

supervision, determined by the ARNP and the physician or dentist, shall be specifically identified in the written protocol and shall be 

appropriate for prudent health care providers under similar circumstances. General supervision by the physician or dentist is required 

unless these rules set a different level of supervision for a particular act. The number of persons to be supervised shall be limited to 

insure that an acceptable standard of medical care is rendered in consideration of the following factors: 

(a) Risk to patient; 

(b) Educational preparation, specialty, and experience of the parties to the protocol; 

(c) Complexity and risk of the procedures; 

(d) Practice setting; and 

(e) Availability of the physician or dentist. 

(2) A written protocol signed by all parties, representing the mutual agreement of the physician or dentist and the ARNP, shall 

include the following, at a minimum: 

(a) General Data. 

1. Signatures of individual parties to the protocol; 

a. Name, address, ARNP certificate number; 

b. Name, address, license number, and DEA number of the physician or dentist; 

2. Nature of practice, practice location, including primary and satellite sites; and 

3. Date developed and dates amended with signatures of all parties. 

(b) Collaborative Practice Agreement. 

1. A description of the duties of the ARNP. 

2. A description of the duties of the physician or dentist (which shall include consultant and supervisory arrangements in case 

the physician or dentist is unavailable). 

3. The management areas for which the ARNP is responsible, including 

a. The conditions for which therapies may be initiated, 

b. The treatments that may be initiated by the ARNP, depending on patient condition and judgment of the ARNP, 

c. The drug therapies that the ARNP may prescribe, initiate, monitor, alter, or order. 

4. A provision for annual review by the parties. 

5. Specific conditions and a procedure for identifying conditions that require direct evaluation or specific consultation by the 

physician or dentist. The parties to the protocol, to insure an acceptable standard of supervision and medical care, will decide the 

detail and scope needed in the description of conditions and treatments, and in doing so will consider the factors listed in 

subparagraphs (1)(a) through (e) above. 

(3) The original of the protocol and the original of the notice shall be filed with the Department within 30 days of renewal of the 

practitioner’s license, and a copy of the protocol and a copy of the notice required by Section 458.348(1), F.S., shall be kept at the 

site of practice of each party to the protocol. Any alterations to the protocol or amendments should be signed by the ARNP and a 

Florida-licensed medical doctor, osteopathic physician, or dentist and filed with the Department within 30 days of the alteration to 

be kept in the Department for filing purposes only. 

After the termination of the relationship between the ARNP and the supervising professional, each party is responsible for insuring 

that a copy of the protocol is maintained for future reference for a period of four years.

its consequences, with the patient, persons designated by the 198 

patient, or the patient's surrogate or guardian if the patient 199 

is incompetent.

After July 

1, 2006, applications for certification as an Advanced Registered Nurse Practitioner pursuant to Section 464.012(3), F.S., shall 

submit proof of current national advanced practice certification from an approved nursing specialty board. 

(3) Professional or national nursing specialty boards recognized by the Board include, but are not limited to: 

(a) Council on Certification of Nurse Anesthetists, or Council on Recertification of Nurse Anesthetists, or their predecessors. 

(b) American College of Nurse Midwives. 

(c) American Nurses Association (American Nurses Credentialing Center) Nurse Practitioner level examinations only. 

(d) National Certification Corporation for OB/GYN, Neonatal Nursing Specialties (nurse practitioner level examination only). 

(e) National Board of Pediatric Nurse Practitioners and Associates (Pediatric Nurse Associate/Practitioner level examinations 

only). 

(f) National Board for Certification of Hospice and Palliative Nurses; 

(g) American Academy of Nurse Practitioners (nurse practitioner level examination only). 

(h) Oncology Nursing Certification Corporation. 

(i) American Association of Critical-Care Nurses (AACN Certification Corporation) Adult Acute Care Nurse Practitioner 

Certification (ACNPC). 

(4) Nursing specialty boards shall meet the following standards: 

(a) Attest to the competency of nurses in a clinical specialty area; 

(b) Require a written examination prior to certification; 

(c) Require (and required at the time of original certification) completion of a formal program prior to eligibility of examination; 

(d) Maintain a program accreditation or review mechanism that adheres to criteria which are substantially equivalent to 

requirements in Florida; 

(e) Identify standards or scope of practice statements as appropriate for the specialty. 

(5) Pursuant to Section 456.048, F.S., all ARNP’s shall carry malpractice insurance or demonstrate proof of financial 

responsibility. Any applicant for certification shall submit proof of compliance with Section 456.048, F.S. or exemption to the Board 

office within sixty days of certification or be in violation of this rule. All certificateholders shall submit such proof as a condition of 

biennial renewal or reactivation. Acceptable coverage shall include: 

(a) Professional liability coverage of at least $100,000 per claim with a minimum annual aggregate of at least $300,000 from an 

authorized insurer under Section 624.09, F.S., a surplus lines insurer under Section 626.914(2), F.S., a joint underwriting association 

under Section 627.351(4), F.S., a self-insurance plan under Section 627.357, F.S., or a risk retention group under Section

(b) An unexpired irrevocable letter of credit as defined by Chapter 675, F.S., which is in the amount of at least $100,000 per 

claim with a minimum aggregate availability of at least $300,000 and which is payable to the ARNP as beneficiary.  

(c) Any person claiming exemption from the financial responsibility law pursuant to Section 456.048(2), F.S., must timely 

document such exemption at initial certification, biennial renewal, and reactivation.

 (b)  Violations of nurse licensure and other laws 207 

regulating the practice of nursing may result in injury or harm 208

health care delivery system require greater coordination and 212 

cooperation among states in the areas of nurse licensure and 213 

regulation.

nurse accountable for meeting all state practice laws in the 234

 (g)  Provide opportunities for interstate practice by 239 

nurses who meet uniform licensure requirements.

ARTICLE II 241 

DEFINITIONS 242 

 As used in this compact, the term: 243 

 (1)  "Adverse action" means any administrative, civil, 244 

equitable, or criminal action permitted by a state's laws which 245 

is imposed by a licensing board or other authority against a 246 

nurse, including actions against an individual's license or 247 

multistate licensure privilege, such as revocation, suspension, 248 

probation, monitoring of the licensee, limitation on the 249 

licensee's practice, or any other encumbrance on licensure 250 

affecting a nurse's authorization to practice, including 251 

issuance of a cease and desist action.

 (2)  "Alternative program" means a nondisciplinary 253 

monitoring program approved by a licensing board.

 (4)  "Compact" means the Nurse Licensure Compact 257 

recognized, established, and entered into by the state under 258 

this compact.

 (5)  "Coordinated licensure information system" means an 260 
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integrated process for collecting, storing, and sharing 261 

information on nurse licensure and enforcement activities 262 

related to nurse licensure laws which is administered by a 263 

nonprofit organization composed of and controlled by licensing 264 

boards. 265 

 (6)  "Current significant investigative information" means: 266 

 (a)  Investigative information that a licensing board, 267 

after a preliminary inquiry that includes notification and an 268 

opportunity for the nurse to respond, if required by state law, 269 

has reason to believe is not groundless and, if proved true, 270 

would indicate more than a minor infraction; or 271 

 (b)  Investigative information that indicates that the 272 

nurse represents an immediate threat to public health and safety 273 

regardless of whether the nurse has been notified and had an 274 

opportunity to respond. 275 

 (7)  "Encumbrance" means a revocation or suspension of, or 276 

any limitation on, the full and unrestricted practice of nursing 277 

imposed by a licensing board. 278 

 (8)  "Home state" means the party state that is the nurse's 279 

primary state of residence. 280 

 (9)  "Licensing board" means a party state's regulatory 281 

body responsible for issuing nurse licenses. 282 

 (10)  "Multistate license" means a license to practice as a 283 

registered nurse (RN) or a licensed practical/vocational nurse 284 

(LPN/VN) issued by a home state licensing board which authorizes 285 

the licensed nurse to practice in all party states under a 286 
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multistate licensure privilege. 287 

 (11)  "Multistate licensure privilege" means a legal 288 

authorization associated with a multistate license permitting 289 

the practice of nursing as either an RN or an LPN/VN in a remote 290 

state. 291 

 (12)  "Nurse" means an RN or LPN/VN, as those terms are 292 

defined by each party state's practice laws. 293 

 (13)  "Party state" means any state that has adopted this 294 

compact. 295 

 (14)  "Remote state" means a party state other than the 296 

home state. 297 

 (15)  "Single-state license" means a nurse license issued 298 

by a party state which authorizes practice only within the 299 

issuing state and does not include a multistate licensure 300 

privilege to practice in any other party state. 301 

 (16)  "State" means a state, territory, or possession of 302 

the United States, or the District of Columbia. 303 

 (17)  "State practice laws" means a party state's laws, 304 

rules, and regulations that govern the practice of nursing, 305 

define the scope of nursing practice, and create the methods and 306 

grounds for imposing discipline. The term "state practice laws" 307 

does not include requirements necessary to obtain and retain a 308 

license, except for qualifications or requirements of the home 309 

state.

GENERAL PROVISIONS AND JURISDICTION 312 
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 (1)  A multistate license to practice registered or 313 

licensed practical/vocational nursing issued by a home state to 314 

a resident in that state shall be recognized by each party state 315 

as authorizing a nurse to practice as an RN or as an LPN/VN 316 

under a multistate licensure privilege in each party state. 317

 (b)1.  Has graduated or is eligible to graduate from a 332 

licensing board-approved RN or LPN/VN prelicensure education 333

 2.  Has graduated from a foreign RN or LPN/VN prelicensure 335 

education program that has been approved by the authorized 336 

accrediting body in the applicable country and has been verified 337 

by a licensing board-approved independent credentials review 338 
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agency to be comparable to a licensing board-approved 339 

prelicensure education program. 340 

 (c)  If the applicant is a graduate of a foreign 341 

prelicensure education program not taught in English, or if 342 

English is not the applicant's native language, has successfully 343 

passed a licensing board-approved English proficiency 344 

examination that includes the components of reading, speaking, 345 

writing, and listening. 346 

 (d)  Has successfully passed an NCLEX-RN or NCLEX-PN 347 

Examination or recognized predecessor, as applicable. 348 

 (e)  Is eligible for or holds an active, unencumbered 349 

license. 350 

 (f)  Has submitted, in connection with an application for 351 

initial licensure or licensure by endorsement, fingerprints or 352 

other biometric data for the purpose of obtaining criminal 353 

history record information from the Federal Bureau of 354 

Investigation and the agency responsible for retaining that 355 

state's criminal records. 356 

 (g)  Has not been convicted or found guilty, or has entered 357 

into an agreed disposition other than a disposition that results 358 

in nolle prosequi, of a felony offense under applicable state or 359 

federal criminal law. 360 

 (h)  Has not been convicted or found guilty, or has entered 361 

into an agreed disposition other than a disposition that results 362 

in nolle prosequi, of a misdemeanor offense related to the 363 

practice of nursing as determined on a case-by-case basis. 364 
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 (i)  Is not currently enrolled in an alternative program. 365 

 (j)  Is subject to self-disclosure requirements regarding 366 

current participation in an alternative program. 367 

 (k)  Has a valid United States social security number. 368 

 (4)  All party states may, in accordance with existing 369 

state due process law, take adverse action against a nurse's 370 

multistate licensure privilege, such as revocation, suspension, 371 

probation, or any other action that affects the nurse's 372 

authorization to practice under a multistate licensure 373 

privilege, including cease and desist actions. If a party state 374 

takes such action, it shall promptly notify the administrator of 375 

the coordinated licensure information system. The administrator 376 

of the coordinated licensure information system shall promptly 377 

notify the home state of any such actions by remote states. 378 

 (5)  A nurse practicing in a party state must comply with 379 

the state practice laws of the state in which the patient is 380 

located at the time service is provided. The practice of nursing 381 

is not limited to patient care but shall include all nursing 382 

practice as defined by the state practice laws of the party 383 

state in which the patient is located. The practice of nursing 384 

in a party state under a multistate licensure privilege subjects 385 

a nurse to the jurisdiction of the licensing board, the courts, 386 

and the laws of the party state in which the patient is located 387 

at the time service is provided. 388 

 (6)  A person not residing in a party state shall continue 389 

to be able to apply for a party state's single-state license as 390 
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provided under the laws of each party state. The single-state 391 

license granted to such a person does not grant the privilege to 392 

practice nursing in any other party state. This compact does not 393 

affect the requirements established by a party state for the 394 

issuance of a single-state license. 395 

 (7)  A nurse holding a home state multistate license, on 396 

the effective date of this compact, may retain and renew the 397 

multistate license issued by the nurse's then-current home 398 

state, provided that: 399 

 (a)  A nurse who changes his or her primary state of 400 

residence after the effective date must meet all applicable 401 

requirements under subsection (3) to obtain a multistate license 402 

from a new home state. 403 

 (b)  A nurse who fails to satisfy the multistate licensure 404 

requirements under subsection (3) due to a disqualifying event 405 

occurring after the effective date is ineligible to retain or 406 

renew a multistate license, and the nurse's multistate license 407 

shall be revoked or deactivated in accordance with applicable 408 

rules adopted by the commission. 409 

ARTICLE IV 410 

APPLICATIONS FOR LICENSURE IN A PARTY STATE 411 

 (1)  Upon application for a multistate license, the 412 

licensing board in the issuing party state shall ascertain, 413 

through the coordinated licensure information system, whether 414 

the applicant has ever held, or is the holder of, a license 415 

issued by any other state, whether there are any encumbrances on 416 
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any license or multistate licensure privilege held by the 417 

applicant, whether any adverse action has been taken against any 418 

license or multistate licensure privilege held by the applicant, 419 

and whether the applicant is currently participating in an 420 

alternative program. 421 

 (2)  A nurse may hold a multistate license, issued by the 422 

home state, in only one party state at a time. 423 

 (3)  If a nurse changes his or her primary state of 424 

residence by moving from one party state to another party state, 425 

the nurse must apply for licensure in the new home state, and 426 

the multistate license issued by the prior home state shall be 427 

deactivated in accordance with applicable rules adopted by the 428 

commission. 429 

 (a)  The nurse may apply for licensure in advance of a 430 

change in his or her primary state of residence. 431 

 (b)  A multistate license may not be issued by the new home 432 

state until the nurse provides satisfactory evidence of a change 433 

in his or her primary state of residence to the new home state 434 

and satisfies all applicable requirements to obtain a multistate 435 

license from the new home state. 436 

 (4)  If a nurse changes his or her primary state of 437 

residence by moving from a party state to a nonparty state, the 438 

multistate license issued by the prior home state shall convert 439 

to a single-state license valid only in the former home state. 440 

ARTICLE V 441 

ADDITIONAL AUTHORITY VESTED IN PARTY STATE LICENSING BOARDS 442 
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 (1)  In addition to the other powers conferred by state 443 

law, a licensing board or state agency may: 444 

 (a)  Take adverse action against a nurse's multistate 445 

licensure privilege to practice within that party state. 446 

 1.  Only the home state has the power to take adverse 447 

action against a nurse's license issued by the home state. 448 

 2.  For purposes of taking adverse action, the home state 449 

licensing board or state agency shall give the same priority and 450 

effect to conduct reported by a remote state as it would if such 451 

conduct had occurred within the home state. In so doing, the 452 

home state shall apply its own state laws to determine 453 

appropriate action. 454 

 (b)  Issue cease and desist orders or impose an encumbrance 455 

on a nurse's authority to practice within that party state. 456 

 (c)  Complete any pending investigation of a nurse who 457 

changes his or her primary state of residence during the course 458 

of such investigation. The licensing board or state agency may 459 

also take appropriate action and shall promptly report the 460 

conclusions of such investigation to the administrator of the 461 

coordinated licensure information system. The administrator of 462 

the coordinated licensure information system shall promptly 463 

notify the new home state of any such action. 464 

 (d)  Issue subpoenas for both hearings and investigations 465 

that require the attendance and testimony of witnesses or the 466 

production of evidence. Subpoenas issued by a licensing board or 467 

state agency in a party state for the attendance and testimony 468 
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of witnesses or the production of evidence from another party 469 

state shall be enforced in the latter state by any court of 470 

competent jurisdiction according to the practice and procedure 471 

of that court applicable to subpoenas issued in proceedings 472 

pending before it. The issuing authority shall pay any witness 473 

fees, travel expenses, and mileage and other fees required by 474 

the service statutes of the state in which the witnesses or 475 

evidence is located. 476 

 (e)  Obtain and submit, for each nurse licensure applicant, 477 

fingerprint or other biometric-based information to the Federal 478 

Bureau of Investigation for criminal background checks, receive 479 

the results of the Federal Bureau of Investigation record search 480 

on criminal background checks, and use the results in making 481 

licensure decisions. 482 

 (f)  If otherwise permitted by state law, recover from the 483 

affected nurse the costs of investigations and disposition of 484 

cases resulting from any adverse action taken against that 485 

nurse. 486 

 (g)  Take adverse action based on the factual findings of 487 

the remote state, provided that the licensing board or state 488 

agency follows its own procedures for taking such adverse 489 

action. 490 

 (2)  If adverse action is taken by the home state against a 491 

nurse's multistate license, the nurse's multistate licensure 492 

privilege to practice in all other party states shall be 493 

deactivated until all encumbrances are removed from the 494 
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multistate license. All home state disciplinary orders that 495 

impose adverse action against a nurse's multistate license shall 496 

include a statement that the nurse's multistate licensure 497 

privilege is deactivated in all party states during the pendency 498 

of the order. 499 

 (3)  This compact does not override a party state's 500 

decision that participation in an alternative program may be 501 

used in lieu of adverse action. The home state licensing board 502 

shall deactivate the multistate licensure privilege under the 503 

multistate license of any nurse for the duration of the nurse's 504 

participation in an alternative program. 505 

ARTICLE VI 506 

COORDINATED LICENSURE INFORMATION SYSTEM AND EXCHANGE 507 

INFORMATION 508 

 (1)  All party states shall participate in a coordinated 509 

licensure information system relating to all licensed RNs and 510 

LPNs/VNs. This system shall include information on the licensure 511 

and disciplinary history of each nurse, as submitted by party 512 

states, to assist in the coordination of nurse licensure and 513 

enforcement efforts. 514 

 (2)  The commission, in consultation with the administrator 515 

of the coordinated licensure information system, shall formulate 516 

necessary and proper procedures for the identification, 517 

collection, and exchange of information under this compact. 518 

 (3)  All licensing boards shall promptly report to the 519 

coordinated licensure information system any adverse action, any 520 
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current significant investigative information, denials of 521 

applications, the reasons for application denials, and nurse 522 

participation in alternative programs known to the licensing 523 

board regardless of whether such participation is deemed 524 

nonpublic or confidential under state law. 525 

 (4)  Current significant investigative information and 526 

participation in nonpublic or confidential alternative programs 527 

shall be transmitted through the coordinated licensure 528 

information system only to party state licensing boards. 529 

 (5)  Notwithstanding any other provision of law, all party 530 

state licensing boards contributing information to the 531 

coordinated licensure information system may designate 532 

information that may not be shared with nonparty states or 533 

disclosed to other entities or individuals without the express 534 

permission of the contributing state. 535 

 (6)  Any personal identifying information obtained from the 536 

coordinated licensure information system by a party state 537 

licensing board may not be shared with nonparty states or 538 

disclosed to other entities or individuals except to the extent 539 

permitted by the laws of the party state contributing the 540 

information. 541 

 (7)  Any information contributed to the coordinated 542 

licensure information system which is subsequently required to 543 

be expunged by the laws of the party state contributing that 544 

information shall also be expunged from the coordinated 545 

licensure information system. 546 
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 (8)  The compact administrator of each party state shall 547 

furnish a uniform data set to the compact administrator of each 548 

other party state, which shall include, at a minimum: 549 

 (a)  Identifying information. 550 

 (b)  Licensure data. 551 

 (c)  Information related to alternative program 552 

participation. 553 

 (d)  Other information that may facilitate the 554 

administration of this compact, as determined by commission 555 

rules. 556 

 (9)  The compact administrator of a party state shall 557 

provide all investigative documents and information requested by 558 

another party state. 559 

ARTICLE VII 560 

ESTABLISHMENT OF THE INTERSTATE COMMISSION OF NURSE LICENSURE 561 

COMPACT ADMINISTRATORS 562 

 (1)  The party states hereby create and establish a joint 563 

public entity known as the Interstate Commission of Nurse 564 

Licensure Compact Administrators. 565 

 (a)  The commission is an instrumentality of the party 566 

states. 567 

 (b)  Venue is proper, and judicial proceedings by or 568 

against the commission shall be brought solely and exclusively, 569 

in a court of competent jurisdiction where the commission's 570 

principal office is located. The commission may waive venue and 571

 (4)  The notice of proposed rulemaking shall include: 800 

 (a)  The proposed time, date, and location of the meeting 801 

in which the rule will be considered and voted upon. 802 

 (b)  The text of the proposed rule or amendment and the 803 

reason for the proposed rule. 804 

 (c)  A request for comments on the proposed rule from any 805 

interested person. 806 
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 (d)  The manner in which an interested person may submit 807 

notice to the commission of his or her intention to attend the 808 

public hearing and any written comments. 809 

 (5)  Before adoption of a proposed rule, the commission 810 

shall allow persons to submit written data, facts, opinions, and 811 

arguments, which shall be made available to the public. 812 

 (6)  The commission shall grant an opportunity for a public 813 

hearing before it adopts a rule or amendment. 814 

 (7)  The commission shall publish the place, time, and date 815 

of the scheduled public hearing. 816 

 (a)  Hearings shall be conducted in a manner providing each 817 

person who wishes to comment a fair and reasonable opportunity 818 

to comment orally or in writing. All hearings will be recorded, 819 

and a copy will be made available upon request. 820 

 (b)  This article does not require a separate hearing on 821 

each rule. Rules may be grouped for the convenience of the 822 

commission at hearings required by this article. 823 

 (8)  If no interested person appears at the public hearing, 824 

the commission may proceed with adoption of the proposed rule. 825 

 (9)  Following the scheduled hearing date, or by the close 826 

of business on the scheduled hearing date if the hearing is not 827 

held, the commission shall consider all written and oral 828 

comments received. 829 

 (10)  The commission shall, by majority vote of all 830 

administrators, take final action on the proposed rule and shall 831 

determine the effective date of the rule, if any, based on the 832

 (11)  Upon determination that an emergency exists, the 834 

commission may consider and adopt an emergency rule without 835 

prior notice, opportunity for comment, or hearing, provided that 836 

the usual rulemaking procedures provided in this compact and in 837 

this article shall be applied retroactively to the rule as soon 838 

as reasonably possible within 90 days after the effective date 839 

of the rule. For the purposes of this subsection, an emergency 840 

rule is one that must be adopted immediately in order to: 841 

 (a)  Meet an imminent threat to public health, safety, or 842 

welfare; 843 

 (b)  Prevent a loss of commission or party state funds; or 844 

 (c)  Meet a deadline for the adoption of an administrative 845 

rule that is required by federal law or rule. 846 

 (12)  The commission may direct revisions to a previously 847 

adopted rule or amendment for purposes of correcting 848 

typographical errors, errors in format, errors in consistency, 849 

or grammatical errors. Public notice of any revisions shall be 850 

posted on the commission's website. The revision is subject to 851 

challenge by any person for 30 days after posting. The revision 852 

may be challenged only on grounds that the revision results in a 853 

material change to a rule. A challenge must be made in writing 854 

and delivered to the commission before the end of the notice 855 

period. If no challenge is made, the revision shall take effect 856 

without further action.

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ARTICLE IX 859 

OVERSIGHT, DISPUTE RESOLUTION, AND ENFORCEMENT 860 

 (1)  Oversight of this compact shall be accomplished by: 861 

 (a)  Each party state, which shall enforce this compact and 862 

take all actions necessary and appropriate to effectuate this 863 

compact's purposes and intent. 864 

 (b)  The commission, which is entitled to receive service 865 

of process in any proceeding that may affect the powers, 866 

responsibilities, or actions of the commission and has standing 867 

to intervene in such a proceeding for all purposes. Failure to 868 

provide service of process in such proceeding to the commission 869 

renders a judgment or order void as to the commission, this 870 

compact, or adopted rules. 871 

 (2)  When the commission determines that a party state has 872 

defaulted in the performance of its obligations or 873 

responsibilities under this compact or the adopted rules, the 874 

commission shall: 875 

 (a)  Provide written notice to the defaulting state and 876 

other party states of the nature of the default, the proposed 877 

means of curing the default, or any other action to be taken by 878 

the commission. 879 

 (b)  Provide remedial training and specific technical 880 

assistance regarding the default. 881 

 (3)  If a state in default fails to cure the default, the 882 

defaulting state's membership in this compact may be terminated 883 

upon an affirmative vote of a majority of the administrators, 884 
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and all rights, privileges, and benefits conferred by this 885 

compact may be terminated on the effective date of termination. 886 

A cure of the default does not relieve the offending state of 887 

obligations or liabilities incurred during the period of 888 

default. 889 

 (4)  Termination of membership in this compact shall be 890 

imposed only after all other means of securing compliance have 891 

been exhausted. Notice of intent to suspend or terminate shall 892 

be given by the commission to the governor of the defaulting 893 

state, to the executive officer of the defaulting state's 894 

licensing board, and each of the party states.

than 26 states or on December 31, 2018, whichever occurs first. 948 

All party states to this compact which were also parties to the 949 

prior Nurse Licensure Compact ("prior compact"), superseded by 950 

this compact, are deemed to have withdrawn from the prior 951 

compact within 6 months after the effective date of this 952 

compact. 953 

 (2)  Each party state to this compact shall continue to 954 

recognize a nurse's multistate licensure privilege to practice 955 

in that party state issued under the prior compact until such 956 

party state is withdrawn from the prior compact.

ARTICLE XI 979

of this compact is declared to be contrary to the constitution 984 

of any party state or of the United States, or if the 985 

applicability thereof to any government, agency, person, or 986 

circumstance is held invalid, the validity of the remainder of 987

64B9-8.006 Disciplinary Guidelines; Range of Penalties; Aggravating and Mitigating Circumstances. 

(1) The legislature created the Board to assure protection of the public from nurses who do not meet minimum requirements for 

safe practice or who pose a danger to the public. The suspensions, restrictions of practice, and conditions of probation used by the 

Board in discharging its duties under Sections 464.018 and 456.072, F.S., shall include, but are not limited to, the following: 

(a) Suspension until appearance before the Board or for a definite time period and demonstration of ability to practice safely. 

(b) Suspension until appearance before the Board, or for a definite time period, and submission of mental or physical 

examinations from professionals specializing in the diagnosis or treatment of the suspected condition, completion of counseling, 

completion of continuing education, and ability to practice safely. 

(c) Suspension until fees and fines paid or until proof of continuing education completion submitted. 

(d) Suspension until evaluation by and treatment in the Intervention Project for Nurses. 

(e) Suspension stayed so long as the licensee complies with probationary conditions. 

(f) Probation with the minimum conditions of not violating laws, rules, or orders related to the ability to practice nursing safely, 

keeping the Board advised of the nurse’s address and employment, and supplying both timely and satisfactory probation and 

employer/supervisor reports, or the requirement that work must be under direct supervision on a regularly assigned basis. 

(g) Probation with specified continuing education courses in addition to the minimum conditions. In those cases involving 

unprofessional conduct or substandard practice, including recordkeeping, the Board finds continuing education directed to the 

practice deficiency to be the preferred punishment. 

(h) Personal appearances before the Board to monitor compliance with the Board’s order. 

(i) Administrative fine and payment of costs associated with probation or professional treatment. 

(2) The Board sets forth below a range of disciplinary guidelines from which disciplinary penalties will be imposed upon 

practitioners and applicants for licensure guilty of violating Chapters 464 and 456, F.S. The purpose of the disciplinary guidelines is 

to give notice to licensees and applicants of the range of penalties which will normally be imposed upon violations of particular 

provisions of Chapters 464 and 456, F.S.  

(3) The following disciplinary guidelines shall be followed by the Board in imposing disciplinary penalties upon licensees for 

violation of the noted statutes and rules: 

(a) Procuring, attempting to procure, or renewing a license to practice nursing by bribery, by knowing misrepresentations, or 

through an error of the department or board.

(4) In licensure and disciplinary matters involving impairment, the applicant or licensee may be referred to IPN in addition to 

the imposition of the above-outlined disciplinary action. 

(5)(a) The Board shall be entitled to deviate from the foregoing guidelines upon a showing of aggravating or mitigating 

circumstances by clear and convincing evidence, presented to the Board prior to the imposition of a final penalty at informal hearing. 

If a formal hearing is held, any aggravating or mitigating factors must be submitted to the hearing officer at formal hearing. At the 

final hearing following a formal hearing, the Board will not hear additional aggravating or mitigating evidence. 

(b) Circumstances which may be considered for purposes of mitigation or aggravation of penalty shall include, but are not 

limited to, the following: 

1. The danger to the public. 

2. Previous disciplinary action against the licensee in this or any other jurisdiction. 

3. The length of time the licensee has practiced. 

4. The actual damage, physical or otherwise, caused by the violation. 

5. The deterrent effect of the penalty imposed. 

6. Any efforts at rehabilitation. 

7. Attempts by the licensee to correct or stop violations, or refusal by the licensee to correct or stop violations. 

8. Cost of treatment. 

9. Financial hardship. 

10. Cost of disciplinary proceedings. 

(6) In instances when a licensee or applicant is found guilty of any of the above offenses involving fraud or making a false or 

fraudulent representation, the Board shall impose a fine of $10,000.00 per count or offense.

464.018 Disciplinary actions.— 

(1) The following acts constitute grounds for denial of a license or disciplinary action, as specified 

in s. 456.072(2): 

(a) Procuring, attempting to procure, or renewing a license to practice nursing by bribery, by 

knowing misrepresentations, or through an error of the department or the board. 

(b) Having a license to practice nursing revoked, suspended, or otherwise acted against, including 

the denial of licensure, by the licensing authority of another state, territory, or country. 

(c) Being convicted or found guilty of, or entering a plea of nolo contendere to, regardless of 

adjudication, a crime in any jurisdiction which directly relates to the practice of nursing or to the 

ability to practice nursing. 

(d) Being found guilty, regardless of adjudication, of any of the following offenses: 

1. A forcible felony as defined in chapter 776. 

2. A violation of chapter 812, relating to theft, robbery, and related crimes. 

3. A violation of chapter 817, relating to fraudulent practices. 

4. A violation of chapter 800, relating to lewdness and indecent exposure. 

5. A violation of chapter 784, relating to assault, battery, and culpable negligence. 

6. A violation of chapter 827, relating to child abuse. 

7. A violation of chapter 415, relating to protection from abuse, neglect, and exploitation. 

8. A violation of chapter 39, relating to child abuse, abandonment, and neglect. 

(e) Having been found guilty of, regardless of adjudication, or entered a plea of nolo contendere or 

guilty to, any offense prohibited under s. 435.04 or similar statute of another jurisdiction; or having 

committed an act which constitutes domestic violence as defined in s. 741.28. 

(f) Making or filing a false report or record, which the licensee knows to be false, intentionally or 

negligently failing to file a report or record required by state or federal law, willfully impeding or 

obstructing such filing or inducing another person to do so. Such reports or records shall include only 

those which are signed in the nurse’s capacity as a licensed nurse. 

(g) False, misleading, or deceptive advertising. 

(h) Unprofessional conduct, as defined by board rule. 

(i) Engaging or attempting to engage in the possession, sale, or distribution of controlled substances 

as set forth in chapter 893, for any other than legitimate purposes authorized by this part. 

(j) Being unable to practice nursing with reasonable skill and safety to patients by reason of illness 

or use of alcohol, drugs, narcotics, or chemicals or any other type of material or as a result of any 

mental or physical condition. In enforcing this paragraph, the department shall have, upon a finding of 

the State Surgeon General or the State Surgeon General’s designee that probable cause exists to 

believe that the licensee is unable to practice nursing because of the reasons stated in this paragraph, 

the authority to issue an order to compel a licensee to submit to a mental or physical examination by

physicians designated by the department. If the licensee refuses to comply with such order, the 

department’s order directing such examination may be enforced by filing a petition for enforcement in 

the circuit court where the licensee resides or does business. The licensee against whom the petition is 

filed shall not be named or identified by initials in any public court records or documents, and the 

proceedings shall be closed to the public. The department shall be entitled to the summary procedure 

provided in s. 51.011. A nurse affected by the provisions of this paragraph shall at reasonable intervals 

be afforded an opportunity to demonstrate that she or he can resume the competent practice of 

nursing with reasonable skill and safety to patients. 

(k) Failing to report to the department any person who the licensee knows is in violation of this part 

or of the rules of the department or the board; however, if the licensee verifies that such person is 

actively participating in a board-approved program for the treatment of a physical or mental condition, 

the licensee is required to report such person only to an impaired professionals consultant. 

(l) Knowingly violating any provision of this part, a rule of the board or the department, or a lawful 

order of the board or department previously entered in a disciplinary proceeding or failing to comply 

with a lawfully issued subpoena of the department. 

(m) Failing to report to the department any licensee under chapter 458 or under chapter 459 who 

the nurse knows has violated the grounds for disciplinary action set out in the law under which that 

person is licensed and who provides health care services in a facility licensed under chapter 395, or a 

health maintenance organization certificated under part I of chapter 641, in which the nurse also 

provides services. 

(n) Failing to meet minimal standards of acceptable and prevailing nursing practice, including 

engaging in acts for which the licensee is not qualified by training or experience. 

(o) Violating any provision of this chapter or chapter 456, or any rules adopted pursuant thereto. 

(2) The board may enter an order denying licensure or imposing any of the penalties in 

s. 456.072(2) against any applicant for licensure or licensee who is found guilty of violating any 

provision of subsection (1) of this section or who is found guilty of violating any provision of 

s. 456.072(1). 

(3) The board shall not reinstate the license of a nurse, or cause a license to be issued to a person 

it has deemed unqualified, until such time as it is satisfied that such person has complied with all the 

terms and conditions set forth in the final order and that such person is capable of safely engaging in 

the practice of nursing. 

(4) The board shall not reinstate the license of a nurse who has been found guilty by the board on 

three separate occasions of violations of this part relating to the use of drugs or narcotics, which 

offenses involved the diversion of drugs or narcotics from patients to personal use or sale.

(5) The board shall by rule establish guidelines for the disposition of disciplinary cases involving 

specific types of violations. Such guidelines may include minimum and maximum fines, periods of 

supervision or probation, or conditions of probation or reissuance of a license.

64B9-4.004 Requirements for Documentation. 
A Registered Nurse applying for initial certification as an Advanced Registered Nurse Practitioner shall submit with a completed 
application the following: 

(1) Proof acceptable to the Board of satisfactory completion of the educational program which shall consist of: 
(a) An official Registrar’s copy of the applicant’s transcript shall be sent directly to the Board from the school and shall denote 

successful completion of the formal post-basic program or awarding of the masters’ degree in a nursing clinical specialty; 
(b) A verification form prescribed by the Board submitted by the director of the advanced nursing program indicating successful 

completion with the official school seal; 
(2) Documentation of national certification by a national nursing specialty board identified in subsection 64B9-4.002(3), F.A.C., 

or documentation of certification by a specialty board that meets the requirements set forth in subsection 64B9-4.002(4), F.A.C., by 
submitting one of the following: 

(a) A notarized true and correct copy of the original or recertification specialty board certificate; 
(b) Such other documentary proof which evidences certification by an appropriate specialty board; or 
(c) Verification from the specialty association of certification.

64B9-3.0025 Remedial Courses for Reexamination.  

To meet the requirements of Section 464.008(3), F.S., remedial courses must be approved by the Board, and must meet the 

following requirements: 

(1) The faculty qualifications and clinical training shall comply with the standards in Sections 464.019(1)(a), (c), (d), and (e), 

F.S. 

(2) The curriculum shall comply with the guidelines in Sections 464.019(1)(f) and (g), F.S., and shall include a minimum of 80 

hours didactic education and 96 hours clinical experience in a medical-surgical setting.
